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PREFACE 


Mr. Chairman,  Madam,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  public 
hea.lth  of  the  district  for  the  year  1964.  The  face  of  the  area 
is  altering,  and  is  fast  becoming  more  urban  than  rural.  It  is 
expanding  rapidly  as  can  be  seen  by  the  number  of  houses  being 
built,  which  total  more  than  one  completed  house  per  day.  House 
purchase  facilities  in  the  area  are  attracting  young  couples 
setting  up  home  and  at  tho  other  end  of  the  sca.le,  people  wishing 
to  retire  to  the  pleasant  surroundings  our  area  can  offer. 

The  increase  in  population  brings  with  it  the  problem  of 
provision  of  adequate  facilities  for  young  and  old  alike.  I 
completed  arrangements  for  a.  Meals-on-Wheels  Service  which  will 
commence  on  the  1st  January,  1965  and  will  provide  mea.ls  for  the 
aged  in  their  homes.  This  service-  is  made  possible  through  the 
generosity  of  the  Llontrisant  and  Llantwit  Far dr e Rural  District 
Council  operating  in  liaison  with  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service 
and  the  National  Coal  Board. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  in 
the  area.  In  all  52  cases  were  reported  to  be  positive.  The 
outbreak  commenced  on  the  20th  April, 1964  and  the  last  case  was 
reported  to  be  negative  on  15th  Juno, 1964. 

The  following  Acts  came  into  force  during  the  period  under 
review: 

Offices , Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 196 5 
Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act, 1964. 

Riding  Establishment  Act, 1964 
Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act, 1964. 

The  implementation  of  these  Acts  creates  still  more  work  for 
the  existing  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  Offices 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  requires  all  shops  and  offices  in 
the  area,  to  be  inspected  fully  and  reports  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Labour. 


The  problems  of  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal  are  discussed 
in  the  body  of  the  report  under  the  appropriate  headings. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  tho  Health  Committee 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement  and  supprrt,  the 
Council's  Officials  for  their  friendly  co-operation  and  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  loyalty  during  the  year.

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l8.  MANUFACTURE,  STORAGE  and  SAL!  OF  ICS  CREAM 


There  were  no  row  replications  for  the  registration  of  premises  for 
the  sale  of  prepacked  ice  cream  during  the  year.  There  are  now  143 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  in  this  area;  5 ~r,\  licensed 
for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  icc  cream. 

Although  some  of  the  60  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  for  analysis  were 
made  locally,  the  majority  were  produced  by  the  large  nationally  known 
ice  cream  manufacturer  . 

In  general,  samples  in  Grades  I and  II  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory, 
The  following  table  shews  the  results  of  analysis,*  r.nd  refers  to  the  keeping 
quality  of  the  icecream.

A complaint  was  received  of  on  unidentified  foreign  Body  in  a 
large  can  of  meat.  The  affected  portion  was  cut  out  .and  returned 
to  the  manufacturers  in  Denmark.  In  their  letter  of  reply  they 
stated  that  the  forcin'  body  had  been  classified  as  a.  drop  of 
excess  oil  from  the  canning  machinery  and  further  steps  were  being 
taken  to  prevent  a repetition. 

Prosecutions  were  instituted  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
as  the  Food  and  Drug's  Authority  for  this  area,  in  a case  where 
mildewed  pies  and  pasties  wore  sold  by  local  butcher.  Defendants 
pleaded  guilty  and  wore  fined  £10  on  each  of  two  summonses  and  ordered 
to  pay  ten  guineas  advocates  fee. 

The  basement  storeroom  of  a Co-operative  Store  wo.s  flooded  by 
surface  water  containing  sewage  from  local  sewers,  surcharged  by 
a sudden  exceptiona.lly  heavy  rainstorm,  and  a large  quantity  of 
foodstuffs  of  various  kinds  was  contaminated*  On  advice  from 
the  Department  all  the  contaminated  foodstuffs  was  surrendered  as 
unfit  and  was  subsequently  destroyed  by  burying  on  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip.  The  quantity  and  variety  of  the  foodstuffs  was  too 
great,  and  the  need  to  dispose  of  it  so  as  to  clean  and  disinfect 
the  store  too  urgent,  to  enable  all  the  items  to  be  listed  separately.

2b<  TYPHOID  FJVHR  OUTBREAK  IN  ABERDEEN 

During  1964,  on  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  Aberdeen, 
involving  over  400  cases.  The  most  probable  cause  of  the  outbreak 
was  corned  beef  from  a can.  containing  'the  typhoid  bacillus,  and  most 
probably  this  bacillus  came  from  unchlorinated  river  water  used  at 
the  time  for  cooling  sterilised  tins  at  a particular  canning  establishment 
in  South  America. 

Stocks  of  canned  meat  were  withdrawn  from  sale  on  the  advice  of 
the  Minister  of  Health.  The  Minister  sent  letters  to  me  giving  the 
identification  marks  of  the  affected  corned  beef.  On  my  instructions 
every  shop, restaurant , cafe,  canteen,  club,  hotel  and  public  house 
in  the  area  w-'S  notified  and  instructions  issued  to  withold  from 
sale  any  can  bearing  the  identifying  marks.  The  Public  Health 
Inspectors  made  visits, and  consequently  two  6-lb.  cans  of  corned 
beef  were  withhold  from  sale,  One  can  v/hich  had  already  been  opened 
was  seized  and  a sample  of  tin  beef  s.  rt  for  analysis  but  no  pathogens 
wore  isolated. 


Reference  was  first  nr  do  ir  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
for  1936,  to  the  lack  of  proper  provision  for  sewage  disposal  in  the 
Cross  Inn  area.  Despite  petitions  by  local  residents,  and  reports 
from  this  department,  the  matter  has  still  not  been  remedied. 

The  position  with  rog-  rd  to  sewn  ’c  disposal  works  at  Miskin 
remains  unaltered,  and  I would  like  to  draw  attention  again  to 
those  parts  of  the  district  where  there  is  no  connection  to  the 
main  sewers,  articular ly  parts  of  Grocsfaen,  Upper  Church  Village, 
V/illowford,  Mwyndy  and  parts  of  Taly gam. 

The  following  arc  results  of  examination  of  samples  of  sewage 
effluent  taken  by  the  Glamorgan  River  Board  during  the  year.  The 
Surveyor,  as  Chief  Officer  in  change  of  the  sewage  works,  is  notified 
of  unsatisfactory  samples  and  takes  the  appr opiate  action.
